Six  of  us.  Naive  travellers  thus  far  piled  into  a 
crammed  bus  while  the  snow  blinded  our  view.  We 
had  anxieties  and  fears,  but  we  really  didn't  know 
what  to  expect  on  this  journey. 

Barbara  Candlish,  Brady  McCarthy,  Leslie

from  Toronto  and  Peterborough,  spent  their  March 
Break  teaching,  and  learning  from,  a  group  of  very 
special  children  and  elderly  people.

By  the  end  of  the  trip,  the  group  had  experienced  some  of 
the  most  important  war  sites  in  Europe.  We  walked  along  the 
beaches  at  Dieppe  where  the  Allied  Forces  were  defeated  by 
the  Nazis  in  1942  and  also  on  Juno  Beach,  the  site  of  the 
Canadian  D-Day  victory  on  June  6,  1944.  We  visited  Beau- 
mont-Hamel.  the  site  of  the  Newfoundland  slaughter  in  the 
Great  War  and  laid  a  wreath  at  the  Canadian  monument  at  St. 
Juliaan.  the  site  of  the  first  German  gas  attacks.  We  spent 
some  very  sombre  time  in  Tyne  Cot  Cemetery,  the  largest 
British  Commonwealth  cemetery  in  the  world.  We  also  lis- 
tened to  the  Last  Post  being  played,  as  it  is  every  night  at 
8:oopm  under  the  Menin  Gate.  Although  all  of  these  were 
unbelievably  moving  places  to  visit,  the  one  place  that  stood 
out  above  all  others  was  Vimy  Ridge.  None  of  us  could  imag- 
ine the  sheer  size  and  majestic  presence  of  the  monument. 
The  image  of  the  white  stone  contrasted  beautifully  against 
the  blue  sky  became  embedded  in  all  of  our  minds  -  a  sym- 
bol of  Canada's  ultimate  sacrifice  that  we  will  never  forget. 

As  educational  as  the  trip  was,  it  was  equally  fun.  To  all 
of  those  involved  on  the  trip,  the  memories  will  last  forever. 
Whether  it  be  singing  on  the  bus,  Belgian  cuisine,  the  Ladies' 
Man  Philippe,  the  hotel  video  games,  the  passport  problems 
(and  there  were  quite  a  few)  or  any  of  the  numerous  sites  we 
visited,  the  trip  will  remain  with  all  of  us  forever.

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Headmaster's  Address 
Speech  Day  -  June  13, 2003 

Good  morning  everyone. 

Although  I've  done  it  many  times,  I'm  always  nervous  about  this 
speech.  The  Leaving  Class  is  on  campus  together  for  the  last  time; 
and  their  proud  families  are  all  here.  The  Grads  are  focused  and  re- 
flective. I  haven't  had  a  chance  to  bore  them  . . .  yet.  Most  important, 
this  is  such  a  watershed  day  in  their  life,  and  I  would  love  to  say 
something  truly  inspiring  or  memorable  to  them.  Still,  when  I  re- 
viewed past  Speech  Day  addresses,  I  couldn't  help  but  notice  a  dis- 
tinct similarity  in  approach.  I  tend  to  say  roughly  the  same  sort  of 
thing  every  year.  In  fact,  I  was  wondering  if  someone  who  has  been 
around  here  for  six  years  -  like  Adam  See  -  couldn't,  himself,  de- 
liver this  Speech  (Adam  -  stay  put). 

At  any  rate,  my  message  each  year  does  not  change  much,  to  the 
extent  that  one  could  almost  get  someone  else  to  give  this  speech.  I 
was  tempted  to  do  that  today  until  I  heard  about  Professor  Feinmann 
of  Cornell  University.  He  was  a  celebrated  nuclear  physicist  and 
Cornell  was  so  proud  of  him  that  they  gave  him  a  big  car  and  a  chauf- 
feur, named  Mel,  and  sent  him  on  a  lecture  tour.  He  toured  the  cam- 
puses of  America,  giving  his  brilliant  lecture  on  Relativity  with  Mel 
the  chauffeur  tucked  away  at  the  back  of  the  hall  reading  'People' 
magazine.  The  time  came  when  Mel  said,  "Professor  Feinmann,  I 
have  heard  your  speech  so  many  times,  I  reckon  I  could  make  it  as 
good  as  you  can".  "Fine"  Feinmann  said,  "You  give  me  your  uni- 
form and  your  'People'  magazine,  and  I'll  give  you  my  tweed  jacket 
-  you  give  the  lecture."  So,  they  were  at  Princeton  and  the  chauffeur 
held  forth  on  Relativity  for  forty  minutes  and  sat  down  to  a  rapturous 
applause.  The  President  of  the  university  rose  unexpectedly  and  said 
"We  have  a  few  minutes  left  -  are  there  any  questions?"  An  earnest 
under-graduate  asked  a  complex,  convoluted  question  that  lasted  for 
three  minutes.  So  Mel  slowly  rose  to  give  his  answer  and  said  "That 
is  the  dumbest  question  on  Relativity  I  have  ever  heard.  In  fact,  it  is 
so  dumb  that  I  am  going  to  ask  my  chauffeur  at  the  back  of  the  room 
to  answer  it." 

So,  I  am  going  to  make  this  speech. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Governors,  Class  of  2003,  faculty,  parents,  fami- 
lies, guests  and  students  of  Trinity  College  School.  Welcome  to  the 
Prize  Giving  component  of  Speech  Day  on  this  our  138*  year  as  the 
best  co-ed  independent  school  in  Port  Hope  -  perhaps  the  world.  We 
are  here  for  two  prime  reasons: 

1)  to  celebrate  achievement  throughout  the  whole  Senior 
School  but  always  in  the  context  of  humility,  recognizing  at 
all  times  how  blessed  we  are  to  be  at  this  School,  to  be  in 
Canada,  to  be  free,  to  be  safe,  and  to  have  a  chance  for  pros 
perity  and  happiness  simply  through  our  own  work  and  wit; 

2)  we  are  also  here  to  bid  farewell  to  these  143  graduates 
before  me  with  all  due  acknowledgement  of  what  they  have 
meant  to  us  and  how  they  have  shaped  the  School  in  recent 
years. 

I  am  making  the  second  major  speech  on  Speech  day.  The  first, 
and  by  all  means  the  most  important,  was  delivered  jointly  by  our 
Head  Girl  and  Head  Boy  a  few  hours  ago  in  Chapel.  They  did  a 
marvellous  job  summing  up  the  TCS  experience  and  representing 
the  collective  sentiment  of  this  class:  Heather,  with  what  her  beloved 
Trinity  means  to  her  and  everyone  could  relate  to  it,  and  Brendon 
with  the  fabulous  opportunity  he  had,  indeed,  you  all  had.  Thank 


you,  Brendon  and  Heather,  for  speaking  so  well  on  behalf  of  your 
class.  And,  indeed,  thanks  to  Father  Don  and  all  the  students  who 
participated  in  making  the  Leaving  Class  Chapel  Service  such  a  phe- 
nomenal way  to  begin  this  happy  day.  Today,  the  day  on  which  this 
class  in  front  of  me  becomes  Old  Boys  and  Old  Girls,  I  want  to  talk 
about  Reunions,  particularly  the  phenomenon  that  I  saw  a  month  ago 
and  that  I  witness  every  Reunion  Weekend.  I  am  referring  to  those 
intangible  gifts  that  are  picked  up  at  TCS  ...  whether  by  design,  os- 
mosis, fate  or  fluke  ...  they  occur;  furthermore,  they  stay. 

On  the  Friday  night  of  Reunion  Weekend,  I  visited  with  the  Class 
of  '53  at  the  Woodlawn  Inn  on  their  50"'  Reunion.  The  next  evening, 
at  the  big  Reunion  Dinner  right  here,  with  all  the  Reunion  years,  I  sat 
with  the  Class  of  '98  -  it  was  their  5"'.Reunion.  The  gentlemen  in  the 
Class  of  '53,  and  the  gentlemen  and  ladies  of  the  Class  of  '98  were 
all  happy  to  be  back,  were  all  interested  in  what  was  going  on  now  at 
their  School,  were  all  warmly  greeted  by  their  former  classmates. 
But,  the  most  remarkable  thing  was  that  the  two  classes,  45  years 
apart,  were  talking  about  exactly  the  same  things.  It  didn't  matter  if 
they  had  grey  hair,  or  dyed  hair  and  a  goatee,  they  were  insulting 
each  other,  teasing  each  other,  calling  each  other  nicknames  like 
Crunch,  Pablo,  Fuzzy,  Eastern,  and  Spam,  telling  stories,  deliciously 
ripened  by  time,  especially  '53.  They  talked  about  sneaking  out  and 
pranks.  They  talked  about  Chapel,  bus  rides  and  food  (not  necessar- 
ily in  that  order).  They  talked  about  the  Ridley  game  -  the  one  that 
got  away!  They  talked  about  their  teachers  -  great  stories  about  their 
teachers  -  only  the  names  and  methods  of  punishment  were  differ- 
ent. They  mentioned  that  the  teachers  who  pushed  them  the  hardest 
were  the  most  revered.  They  talked  about  tradition  -  how  hokey  it 
was  initially  and  how  it  anchors  them  now.  But  the  thing  that  domi- 
nated their  conversations  was  their  friends  and  the  lessons  learned  in 
a  community  they  were  allowed  to  create.  Sure  they  had  all  learned 
the  quadratic  equation  and  read  a  few  Shakespearean  Sonnets  but,  in 
Mark  Twain  terms,  they  tried  not  to  let  all  this  schooling  interfere 
with  their  education.  They  had  a  chance  to  go  through  something 
quite  remarkable,  together,  at  a  crucial  time  in  their  lives  when  their 
own  values  and  standards  were  forming.  They  had  a  chance  to  learn 
how  to  discriminate  between  good  opportunities  and  good  tempta- 
tions. They  could  discover  how,  in  not  taking  yourself  too  seriously, 
you  are  taken  seriously.  They  could  find  out  whether  lying  is  a  good 
idea  or  not  -  not  because  some  rule  says  it's  bad,  but  through  private 
and  personal  experience  of  their  own  making.  They  could  learn  what 
makes  a  person  a  real  leader  regardless  of  office  or  title.  They  had  a 
chance  to  separate  in  their  mind  true  generosity  from  obligation,  and 
to  wrestle  with  the  roots  of  intolerance  while  being  surrounded  with 
such  cultural  diversity,  especially  '98.  When  they  were  students  here, 
they  had  been  thrown  together  and  told  to  make  the  best  of  it.  They 
went  through  all  the  stages  of  a  TCS  career  together,  from  initial 
terror  to  contained  anxiety,  to  secure  industry,  to  breezy  familiarity, 
to  homelike  comfort  and,  finally,  to  teary  departure.  This  is  a  sure 
recipe  for  lifelong  friends  2X\A  a  very  personal  insight  into  what  works 
and  what  doesn't  work  in  human  enterprises  -  two  things  that  are  a 
natural  by-product  of  a  TCS  education.  Anyway,  two  classes,  two 
generations  apart  saying  essentially  the  same  thing  because  of  what 
they  had  in  common  -  TCS.  I  am  sure  it  is  hard  for  this  Leaving 
Class  to  think  about  its  5  year  Reunion,  to  say  nothing  of  its  50'\  But 
what  about  the  intervening  years?  It  is  always  interesting  to  postu- 
late what  these  grads  will  be  up  to  in  15  years.

The  final  section  of  this  speech  is  my  annual,  unsolicited,  long 
ignored  advice  to  the  Leaving  Class.  This  came  to  me  on  the  Victoria 
Day  weekend,  when  I  was  cycling  along  a  country  road  in  Muskoka. 
I  saw  one  of  those  deer  crossing  signs  -  yellow,  diamond  picture  of 
deer  leaping.  I  remember  my  son,  when  he  was  a  little  boy,  used  to 
think  that  deer  would  only  cross  the  road  at  that  sign.  I  sort  of  aided 
and  abetted  that  idea.  One  day  he  persuaded  me  to  pull  over  about 
100  metres  in  front  of  one  of  these  signs  because  he  desperately 
wanted  to  see  a  deer.  It  was  dusk  -  a  still  night.  So  Dad  went  along 
with  this,  and  the  two  of  us  sat  there  in  the  car,  quietly,  stealthily, 
waiting,  waiting,  waiting.  I'd  like  to  say  a  deer  came  along,  but  it 
didn't.  After  about  twenty  minutes  we  were  both  sick  of  sitting  there 
and  we  left.  Now,  you  are  probably  wondering  what  moral  can  be 
drawn  from  this.  My  son  really  wanted  to  see  a  deer.  Judging  by  the 
sign,  he  was  in  the  vicinity  of  deer,  the  conditions  were  right  for  him 
to  see  a  deer.  But,  he  just  sat  there  and  guess  what,  no  deer. 

1  know  you  all  want  to  be  successful  and  happy.  You've  had  the 
benefit  of  tremendous  support  from  your  parents,  and  a  TCS  educa- 
tion. You're  in  the  vicinity  of  success,  the  conditions  are  right  for 
you  to  succeed,  but  you  can't  just  sit  there.  You've  got  to  take  this 
wonderful,  privileged  start  you've  been  given  and  make  your  own 
success.  You've  got  to  get  up  early.  You've  got  to  find  out  what  deer 
prints  look  like,  figure  out  how  and  why  deer  move,  where  they  nest, 
where  they  feed  -  get  out  of  the  car  and  find  one! 

The  Class  of  2003,  remember  the  deer  sign;  remember  that  your 
future  is  in  your  own  hands.  Plan  and  set  daily  goals,  get  up  early, 
persevere  ...  essentially,  go  out  and  make  it  happen! 

We  talk  a  lot  about  choice  making  at  TCS  -  "think  about  it  and 


choose  well".  Life  in  its  simplest  form  is  a  series  of  choices.  We 
desperately  want  you  to  make  a  lot  of  right  ones.  There  is  one  right 
choice  you  can  all  make.  It  is  an  immutable  human  freedom  to  choose 
your  response,  reaction,  and  attitude  in  any  set  of  circumstances. 
Although  there  will  be  bumps  in  the  road  and  moments  of  sadness  in 
your  life,  if  you  choose  to  be  charitable,  productive,  optimistic,  san- 
guine, happy,  no  one  can  stop  you. 

And  one  more  thing  -  don't  waste  your  time  on  jealousy.  Some- 
times you're  ahead,  sometimes  you  are  behind.  The  race  is  long  and, 
in  the  end,  it  is  only  with  yourself! 

So  today  is  your  last  day  as  a  Trinity  student.  Savour  it.  Try  to 
close  down  properly  this  chapter  in  your  life.  I  am  going  to  reprise 
essentially  what  Heather  said. 

I  would  suggest  thanking  your  parents  for  giving  you  this  oppor- 
tunity. I  really  hope  you  are  parents  one  day,  if  only  to  truly  under- 
stand the  love  of  your  parents.  You  must  thank  your  teachers.  They 
are  like  brick  masons.  They  never  see  the  completed  house  with  win- 
dows and  roofs,  etc.  but  man,  they  play  a  role  in  the  overall  construc- 
tion. So  please  thank  your  teachers,  not  only  for  their  instruction  but 
for  wanting  you  to  succeed.  And  of  course,  you  all  want  to  thank 
your  friends  for  sharing  this  journey  with  you  and  making  it  bearable 
and  often  fun. 

You're  going  to  forget  this  speech,  you  are  going  to  forget  who 
wins  these  awards  but  look  around  you,  you  will  never  forget  the 
people  with  whom  you  share  this  moment.  And  TCS  will  never  for- 
get you. 

You  know  the  original  mandate  and  mission  of  TCS  was  lost  in 
the  first  fire,  but  we  know  what  W.  A.  Johnson  started  here  because 
we  live  it,  we  breathe  it,  we  get  tired  of  it,  we  sometimes  hate  it,  we 
often  love  it,  we  take  it  for  granted,  and  we  appreciate  it  more  when 
we  are  away  from  it. 

Class  of  2003,  you  are  moving  away  from  it  -  from  here.  It  has 
been  a  delight  getting  to  know  you.  I  will  miss  you  all.  Nothing  will 
dampen  my  affection  for  this  class,  including  the  sinners,  skateboard- 
ers, sharpies,  smitties,  and  the  sketchies  among  you. 

I  remember  talking  to  you  as  nervous  new  students  in  the  Chapel 
and  saying,  "We  are  all  just  passing  through  here.  This  School  has 
been  loaned  to  us  for  a  few  years  and  it  is  our  responsibility  to  leave 
it  in  better  shape."  Well  I  think  you  have  and  I  thank  you  for  that. 

I  look  forward  to  welcoming  you  as  Old  Boys  and  Old  Girls  of 
TCS.  I  am  very  glad  our  paths  crossed  in  Port  Hope. 

I  wish  you  a  future  filled  with  contentment  and  prosperity,  and 
lives  filled  with  wonder,  laughter  and  charity.
